John Howard, a couner from the 
Northwestern Boundary Survey, 
rived at Bismarck on Monday evening. 
He left the Sweet Griss Hills Sept. 
4tb, and came overland,| striking the 
Missouri at Fort Peck, and then follow­ 
ing it down to Bismarck. ‘ 
Major Twining’s engineer party left 
at tbe same time, intending to strike the 
river at Benton and come down in Mac- 
inacs. Howard passed them at Berth- 
old, on Sunday, on their way down, and 
they will probably arrive to-day. 
The party consists of Major Twining, 
Capt. Gregory, Lt. Green, Mr. Bangs, 
and about 90 men. 
Commissioner 
Campbell returned via Oorrinne from 
Bentoo, 
The British party returned along tbe 
line to Dufferin. Before starting, they 
received warning from • the Governor- 
General that they would probably be 
attacked by tbe Crees on their return, 
and they were instructed to govern 
themselves accordingly. 
Tbe Northwestern police are reported 
to have reached Wboop-U|>, about 800 
strong, and were engaged in looking 
after the illicit traffic with the Indians. 
— - The survey hoe xjot hecbl disturbexHiy 
Indians at all, though two or three cour­ 
iers had been run in by them. 
Col. Baker’s train found a white man 
at tbe forks of the Milk River, tied to a 
tree, dead, and his body filled with ar­ 
rows. This, and the murder and burn­ 
ing of three whites at the mouth of the 
Muscleshell, are the only Indian out­ 
rages reported on the Upper Missouri 
this season. 
Five hundred Tanktons, of Medicine 
Bear’s camp, came iato Fort PecK, from 
the Hills,and Sitting Bull,with his band 
of Tetons were reported as coming in 
in a few days to make peace with the 
whites. Sitting Boll has been the ter 
ror of the Upper Missouri for many 
years. . 
The country in the vicinity of the 
Sweet Glass Hills is reported as an ex­ 
ceedingly productive one, abounding in 
clear mountain streams, from which one 
could take ten pounds of trout iu 
hour. Game of all kinds is found in 
immense quantities, particularly buffa 
lo. The Indians would come into camp 
sometimes, and were fat, well dressed 
and evidently contented—not inclined 
to beg, as are those in this vicinity. 
The Montanaians at Benton anil other 
points are very much excited about the 
reported gold discoveries and insist that 
the government wHl need to increase the 
army in order to keep the miners out of 
the Black Hills. 
Howard had a veiy pleasant trip down 
—good weather most 
the way, and 
over a very fair country. 


AaoÜior Sofoatlst Hoard 
Luther M. North, who was a member 
of Coster’s Black Hills ej^pedition, has 
returned to his home in Colambus,Neb., 
where be snbmited himself to the Jbtir- 
nal interviewee.

Cass County Fair. 
The Cass County Fair was held at 
Fargo last Friday, and a good display 
was made, particularly of vegetables. 
The vegetables were as fine as one could 
wish to see, and one squash is reported 
weighing 95 pounds. The T ribune made 
arrangements for a full report of the 
fair, but our correspondent failed us for 
some cause.

He says that the road will be 
closed for the winter between Bismarck 
and Fargo about the 15th of November, 
therefore those who intend to get in 
supplies should govern themselves ac­ 
cordingly. Tbe road however will be 
opened much earlier in the spring than 
it was this—^probably about the 1st of 
March. Snow fences have been built be­ 
tween Jamestown and Bismarck, and 
they will be able to open tbe road at 
anytime within a week.

Blood Honses of New York. 
Four years ago occurred the Nathan 
murder, in the family residence in Twen­ 
ty-third street; and the special horror of 
that crime has so involved the stones of 
the structure within which it happened, 
that there has been in all this time no 
purchaser or lessee found of sufficiently 
callous seusibilites to buy, lease or occu­ 
py it, and it is consequently at present 
in process of demolition. This is a pe­ 
culiar event in the annals of Metropoli­ 
tan crime, for there are very many dwell­ 
ings in this city with a similar history, 
which have nevertheless been occupied 
ever since the commission of the acts 
which made them temporarily notori­ 
ous.There is, for instance, the Cunning­ 
ham residence, in Bond street, the 
scene of the sanguinary Burdell mur ’ 
der, whose secret has been equally well 
kept with that of Benjamin Nathan. 
There is the Rogers house in Twelfth 
Street, another illustration of the truth 
of the proverb that “murder will not 
out.’’ There is the Grand Central Ho- • 
tel, whose fatal staircase is daily trodden 
by hundreds of footsteps, as though it 
liad never beoi the scene of the murder 
of Jas. Fisk, Jr. These buildings have 
somehow outlived the terrible shadow of 
crime which once hung over them; and 
ife with all its earnest interests, pro­ 
ceeds as tranquilly therein as though no 
“skeleton in the closet” had for once 
made itself visible in .their chambers ' 
and stalked publicly into the noon day 
view of the world. But with the Nathan . 
mansion it has been widely different. 
There, as in the “Moated Grange”— 
All day within the dreamy house, 
The doors upon their hinges creaked; 
The blue fly sung on the pane; the mouse 
Behind the mouldering wainscot shrieked. 
And so, although we do not, as they 
did in ancient times, strew the very 
site of the structure with salt, after its 
demolition, still it would seem that the 
sentiment of abhorrence which has clung 
to the Nathan mansion, would not be 
satisfied by a less sacrifice than the de­ 
struction of the gloomy and sadly mem­ 
orable place.—N. Y. Commercial Adoer- 
tiser.

0. F. Stevens, of Union County, for 
Auditor; G. C. Maynard, of Clay, for 
Treasurer, and Benton Fraley, of Bon 
Homme, for Commissioner of Immigra" 
tion. 
Burleigh had not returned from the 
East yesterday, and has undoubtedly 
abandoned the contest entirely. The 
Democrats in many of the localities are 
now openly supporting Judge Kidder, 
and in this county the Democratic Con­ 
vention passed resolutions endorsing 
him, which were published last week. 
Kidder will undoubtedly be elected, 
but for all that Bismarck ought not to 
cast a vote against him—his friendship 
maybe worth something to us—it will 
certainly be to Northern Dakota. 
The election comes off on the 13th 
of October, two weeks from yesterday.

He not only stated that he knew 
something of mining engineering but 
gave evidence of it in his conversation, 
so much so that the writer has not re­ 
ported the finding of either silver or 
plumbago. Fred Grant will not pro­ 
nounce against the Black Hills gold 
discoveries, for there is gold in the 
Black Hills and he knows it. General 
Custer has reported gold in his official 
report; Gen. Forsythe fías endorsed it 
in his official reports—Col. Ludlow in 
his, Col. Grant admitted it to the writer 
—a score of affidavits can be furnished 
from as true men as ever lived, who saw 
it dug out of the earth or who dug it

DqAB TnBBNB:—When in that i^ o - 
mo, (I mean Gem GuSter’l,) going to be 
ready? The ladies here are dying of 
curiosity to see what the Blai^ Hills 
hero is like. It is quite useless telling 
them that Ae in some dégreé fesenibleB 
other men—they won’t believe it; so 
please hurry up and send the General 
alorg. 
What news of the expedition fitting 
out from Bismarck to unearth the gold­ 
en treasures of the swarthy Hills? It 
isn’t true, is it? that a colony of the 
15th Amendments are going to these 
celebrated hills, on the assumption that 
the 
Hills ought to be the place 
for darkies? Some darkies are far from 
white, but the blackest nigger I ever 
saw was on board of a steamboat, a few 
years ago; I watched him polish about 
ten pairs of boots, to which he gave a 
beautiful “shine,” but I was puzzled to 
know bow he did it; he didn’t use 
blacking at all. Finally, after watch­ 
ing him very closely, I saw he was so 
intensely blackj that, when he spit on 
his brushes, be spit black I—fact. 
I have tried to overcome some of the 
returned expeditionists, so as to obtain 
a specinen of the golden ore from the 
Black Hills, but I have sighed o^er the 
ore in vain, for no ore from that vein 
has o’erwhelmed me; indeed, I have 
been told that 1 had no business putting 
in my oar in that ore, at all. If I could 
only be sure that there was plenty of 
gold in the Black Hills, I would take out 
a large number of Indians, as there are 
a great many minors in our Indian vil­ 
lage. I believe that I will go out, any­ 
way, with Capt. Joe Anderson, next 
year; he says he is going to cut hay on 
the Hills; he has been cutting grass by 
the roots in Dakota long enough, and 
though it is true that he has gathered 
considerable gold, still the grass roots 
round here are not golden by a long 
odds. 1 have half a mind to throw down 
my pen—it’s so unreasonably hot that 
exertion of any kind is irksome; be­ 
sides I’m laboring under constipation of 
the brain, and almost feel like the little 
girl, who, when asked what was the 
matter with her, said: “Father had a 
sunstroke and I caught it of him.” I 
have a natural tendency to qp^Z^plexy, 
but, thank Goodness, none at all to 
ri^matism, and hope, at all events, I’ll 
not die of the disease that an Irishman 
said killed bis brother; be died very 
suddenlyy and some one asked what was 
the cause of death, and Patrick replied 
that he died of “compulsion,”—a rope 
had something to do with it. I once 
bad a quarrel with k beuerolcnt tom-tlt 
of a Scotchman, that came near ending 
my days. He was full up to the lips 
with pride about his ancestors, and I 
asked him if he knew his family coat of 
arms, and on his replying in the nega­ 
tive, I said “it was an ass rolling, with 
a thistle under bis tail.” Well! would 
you believe it, the fiery little Scot want­ 
ed me to “swap bullets.” I said I was 
out ef bullets just then. 
| 
We have gathered in our harvest here; 
that is we had none to gather; the 
grasshoppers did the harvesting—^lucki­ 
ly they let our potatoes alone, and there 
will be probably about 7,000 bushels 
raised here this season—-quality will be 
very fine, though not equal to last year. 
We have an amazing amount of squash­ 
es -squaws and squashes go well togeth­ 
er, and both thrive and do well in this 
country. 
Our beef herd arrived a few days ago, 
and looks well for “Texan rangers.” 
They look a little dangerous, though, 
and I have concluded not to get too 
closely acquainted with them; they are 
certainly a fine “horn band,” and 1 am 
rather fond of the horn, but fear that 
if Texan horns were playing 1 would 
furnish all the music, and come out at 
the **small end of the born.” 
We daily expect our annuity goods, 
when

Lo, the poor Indian, whose untutored mind, 
« 
Buttons before, and. leaves all bare b^ind, 
will exult in new pants without the 
conveniences for ventilation that are so 
^characteristic of breeches a la 8mage. 
Seriously, though, these Indians are 
gradüally, (under the fostering care and 
patient ¡efforts of their agent,) becoming 
more civilized,and quite a number dress 
like'white folk, and believe in the no- 
WdAy of work. Of coarse there are a 
number of “bloated aristocrats” among 
them, who claim to be descended from 
Adam, and don^t care “a-dám” about 
anything else. Yet the wedge has been 
inserted and in time these Indians will, 
I hope, become industrious and self sup­ 
porting. 
I wish some of the woman’s rights 
women would pay us a visit. If Susan 
B. would leave Theodore’s lap for a 
while, come here, and aid the poor 
squaws,in compelling their lazy lords to 
help them, in tilling their fields, she 
would find plenty of work to do—but I

In an old-fashionied wooden frame, 
bearing the inscription, 
Brand, Gra­ 
ver and Gilder, No. 27 High Street, 
Edinburgh,” but exhibiting no other 
marks by which its age could be decided, 
was recently found the following docu­ 
ment. Apart from any historical value 
which may be claimed for it, the des­ 
cription is perfect in its simplicity, and 
presents the picture, which is painted 
by our imaginations, of what might 
have been the aspect of Jesus of Naza­ 
reth to the eyes of the generation that 
beheld him walking in their midst. 
The epistle is said to have been taken 
by Napoleon I. from the public records 
of the city of Rome: 
Letter to Fublius Lentulue to the Senate 
of B<me Concerning Jeeue^Chrvit: 
It being the usual custom of Roman 
Governors to advertise the Senate and 
People of such material things as hap­ 
pened in their Provinces; in the days of 
the Emperor Tiberius Omsar, Publius 
Lentulus, President of Judea, wrote the 
following Epistle to the Senate, concern­ 
ing our Savioub; 
*<THE^ is these days, a Man of 
great virtue, named JESUS CHRIST, 
who js yet living amongst us, and of

but His own Disciples call Him THE 
the People is accepted 


SON OF GOD. He riseth the dead, and

Brigandage in Sicily- 
Letters from Italy describe brigand 
age in Sicily as having assumed dan 
gerous dimensions. Instead of bands 
of a dozen unarmed men being pursued 
as has happened in Romagna and the 
Marches, by entire divisions of the 
army, well-armed companies of brigands 
seem rather to pursue the scanty forces 
which fly before them. 
The fields are 
laid waste, agriculture and commerce 
are depressed, and in the most populous 
towns robberies and attacks are com 
mitted in broad daylight, while persons 
summond to act as jurors pay the fine 
for contumacy rather than expose them­ 
selves to the vengeance of the MafiSa 
Thirty-five captured brigands have been 
transferred from Naples to Piacenza 
and Pesaro, and are about to be tried in 
the former town. 
They were put on 
their trial at Palermo for robbing the 
Monte di Pieta, and the evidence has 
been given and the counsel heard, when 
their friends forced their way into the 
Court and induced the majority of the 
jury to leave their seats, whereupon the 
trial was suspended. Early next morn­ 
ing the prisoners were escorted by 100 
soldiers to a ship which conveyed them 
to Naples. It is understood that this 
dangerous state of affairs will be con­ 
sidered at the first Cabinet Coanotl,ftn<] 
that a suspension of a trial by jury in 
Sicily, with a concentration of admin­ 
istrative powers in the hands of the 
Perfect of Palermo, is likely to be adopt­ 
ed.
